Priest Talks On 
the Farmer Problem 


Father O'Hara Issues Statement on 
Cooperative Problem 


Cooperatives can overcome farm 
surplus only by compulsory member- 
ship in a monopolizing association, 
stated the Rev. Edwin O'Hara, of 
Washington, in an interview Wednes- 
day night at Notre Dame where he is 
on the summer faculty. 

Father O'Hara, who is a director of 
the American Country Life associa- 
tion, and director of the rural life 
bureau of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, is a member of the 
summer school faculty in the depart-,| 
ment of sociology at Notre Dame Uni-| 
versity. 

Questioned as to the recently es- 
tablished federal farm board Father 
O’Hara said that the personnel of the 
board was very creditable as selection | 
was largely from men prominent in| 
agricultural cooperative associations, | 
men who have both business training | 
and an understanding of farmers’ pro- 
blems. 


“The viewpoint of the new board,” 


said Father O’Hara, “is evidently that 
American farming should produce for 
the home market. Secretary Arthur 
Hyde, in a recent address at Atlanta, 
Ga., expressed the opinion that Ameri- 
can farmers cannot profitably produce

foreign farmers with lower standards 


of living. . 
“A great deal has been said about 
benefiting the farmers financially 


without increasing the cost to the con- 


‘diminished the cost to the consumer

cooperatives, it is hard to see how ur- 
‘ban society, or the consuming public, 
would be helped materially. 

“A notion that cooperatives can be 
created and maintained by motives of 
urely financial gain is prevalent. 
‘World wide experience does not sup- 
port this assumption.” 

Father O’Hara was of the opinion 
that the farm board could help the 
farmer by assisting him to organize 
cooperative purchasing societies to en 
able him to benefit from wholesale 
purchasing of farm machinery, equip- 
ment and fertilizers.

NATIONAL 


Resolution Condemns Campaign to 
Establish Federal Education 
Department. 


Minneapolis.—A resolution con- 
demning the proposal for a Federal 
Department of Education Was adopted 
by the Ancient Order of Hibernians at 
the fifty-sixth annual national conven- 
tion which closed here reéently. “Free- 
dom of education is a vital principle 
in a Democracy,” says the resolution, 
“and we trust that this principle will 
not be impaired by the relinquishment 
of local powers to Federal authority.” 
The order paid a tribute to the N., 
C. W. C. News Service in another reso- 
lution, which said: “We voice the ad- 
miration of our membership for the 
services of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference which has welded 
the Catholic press inte an instrument 
for the protection of freedom of ton- 
science and the dissemination of Cath- 
olic truth.” 
Irish News Service Favored. 

Other resolutions adopted welcomed 
the prospective organization. of an 
Irish News service; favored a censor- 
ship of public amusements, especially 
over motion pictures; pledged spiri- 
tual loyalty to the Pope and expressed 
joy over the peace compact between 
Italy and the Holy See; noted with 
gratification the progress of the Irish 
Free State toward the goal of sover- 
eign independence; approved the for- 
mation of uniformed companies of 
Hibernian Knights, to preserve the 
sentimental traditions of the ancient 
military orders of Ireland; opposed 
entry of the United States into the 
World Court; denounced the Ku Klux 
Klan and “whispering campaigns of 
bigotry;” deplored indifference to 
methods of government and lack of 
law enforcement and voiced dissatis- 
faction with the methods of enforce- 
ment of the prohibition legislation.
